Visit  to  Lit  Iliatiy.  | 

March  2. — .V  Russian  gen-  * 
tieman,  with  the  jiresidcnt  of 
Abrahain’s  luonasttM  V,  ottered 
to  aceginpany  me  to  Rethany, 
•iiout  two  miles  east  of  Jerii>a- 
lem,  at  the  foot  of  the  Mount  of 
Olives  on  tlie  east  side.  ‘Now 
Bethany  was  niith  to  Jerusalem, 
about  fifteen  fui  longs  oft’.’  We 
came  to  the  grave  of  Laxarus. 

'It  was  a  cave,’  saith  St.  John, 
and  a  stone  lay  upon  it.’  A  ! 
Turk  who  seemed  to  have  charge  ' 
of  die  sepulchre,  for  a  few  paras 
five  us  lighted  tapers  and  per-  j 
nussion  to  enter.  Me  descend-  ! 
eJ  2H  stone  steps,  where  we  . 
found  a  small  room,  about  eight 
feetsipiare.  On  the  east  and 
wpst  sides  are  tombs  cut  iii  the 
tulid  rock.  Probably  Jesus  cur 


Lord  stood  liero,  and  cried  w  ith 
a  loud  voice,  ‘La/.arus,  come 
fortli.’  Half  a  mile  to  the  oast 
we  came  to  a  stone,  upon  which 
our  Savior  sat,  it  is  hAifved, 
when  Martha  met  him  and  fell 
at  his  feet,  saying,  ‘Lord,  if 
tlmu  hadst  been  hei  c,  my  broth¬ 
er  had  not  died.’ 

Returning  to  Jerusalem  we 
passed  over  the  summit  of  the 
Mount  of  Olives,  and  besides 
visiting  places  before  mentioned, 
tame  to  the  mount  where  king 
Solomon  ‘built  a  high  place  for 
Chemo:ih,  the  abomination  of 
Moab,  in  the  hill  that  is  before 
Jerusalem.*  it  is  only  a  few  rods 
south  of  the  place  from  which 
our  SaM»*r  a^ceuded  to  heaven. 
Visited  al-o  the  tombs  of  the 
prophets,  a  little  west  of  the 
mount  of  sc  andal. 

o. — Have  to  Procopius  100 
tracts,  to  be  distributetl  among 
the  prle>ts  and  pilgrims.  Con¬ 
versed  a  longtime  with  a  priest, 
respecting  the  nature  of  the  new 
birth.  He  said  it  was  baptism. 
‘Wlo'ii  children  are  bapti/.ed 
tne\  are  renewed,  as  it  respects

Pethle-  ■ 
hem,  at  tins  distanca*,  assnme^s 
an  apjiearante  of  splendor  far  1 
lieyond  that  which  it  actually 
p»ssesses.

A  letter  from  the  Latin  con¬ 
vent  in  Jerusalem,  iutrodareil  i 
us  to  the  president  of  the  con¬ 
vent  in  Bethlehem, 

To  tlic  hill  hetnlehein,  every 
Christian  must  feel  a  peculiar 
attachment ; — the  native  place 
of  David,  the  king  of  Israel, 
a  man  alter  God’s  own  heart, 
and  of  tlie  second  David,  the 
Lord  from  Heaven.  Here  the 
wise  men  of  the  east  lanl  their 
crowns  at  the  feet  ot  th«  infant  I 
Savior  ;  and  here  was  heard  a 
choir  of  angels  singing  “bljrij 
to  God  in  the  highest,  cm  earth 
peace  and  good  wUl  toward 
men.’^ 

In  Betidehem  village  there  ■ 
are,  it  is  said,  1,.)00  Catliolios, 
1,()00  Grci'ks,  and  a  few  ,Vr-  ^ 
meniaris,  ami  a  few  Tnrb. 
The  Catholics,  Armenians,  and 
Greeks,  have  each  of  them  a 
monastery.  On  our  return,  sa» 
the  village  of  Hama  on  our  left,  j 
“In  Kama  was  there  a  voice 
heard,  lamentation  and  weepiii: 
ami  great  mourning ;  RacheT 
weeping  for  her  children,  and 
would  not  lx*  comforted  becaase 
tlieyare  no!,.” 

r. — Visited  the  Jcwisli  syna¬ 
gogues,  witli  the  Swiss  clergy¬ 
man.

The  jtemjt/i  mimasterv,  rail¬ 
ed  Ahraliam's,  because  it  is 
erected  «»ver  the  soot  where,  it 
is  suf^ipo^td,  Abialmni,  stron;; 
in  faith,  presented  his  son 
Isaar  for  sacrifiie.  TJic  spot 
isoiilr  8  or  !()  feet  from  Mount 
('alvarv,  where  was  oftered  fJi« 
tireat  Sacrifice  for  ttie  sins  of  • 
the  world.  T'he  pilj:ri!ns  are 
Rus-siaits ;  and  Greek  tracts 
are  of  very  little  use.  At  anoth¬ 
er  pjissover,  I  hope  we  shall  be 
able  to  aBbrd  tlie  same  kind  of 
instriictioa  to  xlucsians,  .Arme¬ 
nians  snd  Copts,  which  we  have 
now  done  to  Greeks.  A  mis¬ 
sion.  y  sliould  have  on  hand  a 
lurjte  supply  of  tracts  in  the 
lollowinu;  ianguaves ;  Greek, 
Kiissian,  Armenian,  Turkish, 
Amiiic,  and  Syriac.  All  are 
a  mint'  to  read  ;  and  to  all  God 
ran  impart  liis  bleasini'. 

Have  now  visited  thirteen 
tneck  monasteries,  one  ('atho- 
lie,  one  Armenian,  one  Syrian, 
and  one  Coptic,  .within  the 
walls  of  Jerusalem.  Distribut¬ 
ed  in  all,  inciiidino;  the  church 
of  St  Constantine,  1,()U()  tracts. 
These  tracts  are  to  be  widely  *lis 
persed  ;  and  perhaps  reail  by  peo¬ 
ple  several  tliousaiuis  of  miles 
irom  the  lltdy  City.  Tlie  very 
lact  that  they  were  broiijirlit  from 
,Vu*isdem,  will  attach  to  them 


a  detiree  of  sanctity  ;  and,;;i\e 
them  higher  claims  up»tn  the  at 
tentionnf  a  niiiltitiide  of  Chris¬ 
tians. 

IC.— Verompanied  the  Rus¬ 
sian  dini'uil,  and  the  'ehigli«h 
travellers,  to  tlie  monastery 
tin*  Holy  Cross,  a  mile  and  a 
half  west  of  Jerusalem.  Herr- 
wr  were  shown  the  hide  in  ‘ho 
earth  w  lu  re  grew,  it  is  said,  the 
tree  from  whicli  w  as  tHk>n  tlie 
Cross.  The  dirt  lias  hi  eii  care  - 
fully  collected,  and  carried  ulT 
by  jiil^rims. 

Five  miles  further  west,  came 
to  the  Catholic  moiuistery  erect- 
e*l  over  tlie  sfmt  where  J«»hn  tiue 
Haptist  was  horn.  The  convent 
is  large,  and  in  a  gootl  state  of 
preservation.  A  little,  further 
west  we  came  to  the  Konse,  in 
which,  tradition  says,  Mary  th'* 
motlier  of  our  .Savior  saluteii 
Klisaheth.  We  saw  at  a  con* 
sideralile  distance  to  the  north, 
the.  tomb  of  the  prophet  Samu¬ 
el.  To  the  west  is  the  valley 
in  which  David  slew  Goliah.

The  mii>ic  wa.s  so  rs- 
ee'^sivclv  moiirnfn'.  that  vt 
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could  not  bui  rciiicinbor  the 
words  of  t>ur  Savior,  “O  mv 
Father,  if  this  ciii)  may  not  pass 
away  from  me,  thy  will  be 
done.”  The  service  concluded 
in  a  very  abrupt  manner,  to 
denote  the  coming  of  Judas  to 
apprehend  his  Lord.  A  little 
past  midnight  was  another  ser¬ 
vice  by  the  Catholics,  in  coin- 
lueinoration  of  the  scourging  of 
Christ.

LETTERS  FROM  REV.  LEVI  PAR¬ 
SONS. 

We  have  before  us  three  letters  froto 
Rev.  Levi  Parsons  to  his  Father, 
Mother  and  BroUier,  which  they 
have  kindly  forwarded  and  sobinit- 
ted  to  our  disposal.  Tliey  were 
written  in  much  weakness,  on  and 
between  the  dates  of  October  1 1 
and  17,  lO'il,  at  Syra,  while  recov¬ 
ering  from  a  sickness,  wliirh  con¬ 
fined  him  to  his  room  abiait  45  <lays, 
and  which  deprived  him  of  his 
reason  about  20  days. 

In  his  letter  to  his  Mother,  dated  Oc¬ 
tober  11  and  12,  after  noticing, 
during  his  sickness,  a  most  joyful 
and  refreshing  season  of  intercourse 
with  God  in  prayer,  ami  delightful 
contemplations,  on  the  probable 
employment  of  angels  and  saint.%  in 
conveying  the  souls  of  believers  to 
heaven,  and  after  alluding  to  ths' 
following  words  of  Job,  “When  1 
say.  My  bed  shall  comfort  me,  my 
couch  shall  ease  niy  complaint ;

After  men- 
tioniiig  the  sickness  and  (W  aths  in 
the  family,  corresponding  with  .Mr. 
Jones’  account,  he  writes. 

Great  have  been  our  inercioa 
at  the  band  of  God,  and  not 
small  our  affliitions  ;  but  never 
1  think,  bad  a  class  of  poojiie 
more  visible  tokens  of  the  di¬ 
vine  harnd  to  rhusteii  and  not 
destroy  or  cast  down,  than  we. 
For  in  all  our  aillictions  and 
trials  we  have  seen  more  of  the 
sinn'ular  interposttion  (as  we 
calf  it)  of  divine  providence  in 
our  favor  tlian  we  have  seen  to 
discourage.  It  would  reejuire 
too  much  for  a  common  letter 
to  tell  of  our  escapes  both  indi¬ 
vidually  and  as  a  conq>ony  in 
the  bisat.  And  in  nmst  cases, 
if  tilings  had  been  pushed  a  lit¬ 
tle  further  as  to  our  getting 
here,  our  hazard  and  our  sick¬ 
ness,  we  could  never  have  ar¬ 
rived.  but  seemingly  must  have 
perished.  The  Lord  poured 
down  his  rain  in  an  uncommon 
manner  and  season,  or  we  could 


not  have  got  up  the  rivx-r  ( 
for  often  we  had  not,  it 
thought,  four  inches  ol  water  in 
spare  in  the  deepest  place,  p 
we  had  all  been  taken  sick,  a* 
we  were  much  at  the  same 
time,  a  week  or  ten  days  soon¬ 
er,  we  could  not  have'  airiveil 
here  to  prepare  for  winter.  .Aud 
tl»e  boat.s  springing  a  leak,  tlie 
goods  in  a  great  measure  must 
have  been  spoiled  bat  for  our 
strength  holding  out  till  we  hml 
got  them  all  upon  the  shore  four 
miles  from  the  place  where  we 
ere  now  established,  for  we 
could  not  come  further  witii  tv 
boat.  U  e  were  afterwards  su 
many  sick,  that  we  could  not 
watch  the  goods  where  tliev 
lay  .most  of  them  for  two  inontlis 
but  they  were  not  plundered. 
A  hcavv  rain  and  flood  arose, 
which  alarmed  us  for  the  safetr 
of  the  property.  But  we  could 
not  go  and  see  or  take  care  of 
them  on  account  of  our  weak¬ 
ness.  Vet  tlic  laird  made 
known  his.  mercy  by  staving  the 
flood  but  .six  inches  below  our 
tloiU’  barrels  as  they  lay  in  a 
row  upon  the  beak,  between  40 
and  .'50  of  them.  Tlie  fire  also 
came  from  the  prairie,  which 
burnt  down  to  the  river’s  bank 
but  a  few  rods  from  our  guudit, 
but  8top|K'd  there  and  went  out. 
Whose  band  was  this  f  Again, 
in  our  sickness,  but  just  enough 
were  spared  from  the  disease, 
or  had  it  so  lightly  th.it  they 
could  cook  and  do  a  little,  anil 
but  little  mure  than  enough  to 
save  tlie  rest  from  j'<*risliing. 
Could  you  have  beheld  Mrs. 
Fixley  and  myself  panting  witi? 
weakness,  the  one  at  the  head 
and  the  other  at  the  foot,  en¬ 
deavouring  to  make  and  spraad 
our  bed  so  as  to  make  it  tolera¬ 
ble, -wnd  none  but  little  IlarrieU

Tlie  revival  in  this  re;;ion  be¬ 
llman  about  4  moutiis  since  in  the 
villa^'e  of  Adams,  and  soon  be*- 
came  general.  It  soon  broke 
out  in  Lorrain,  Ellisburgh,  and 
Rodman.

In  these  five 
towns  since  the  work  began, 
there  have  probably  more  than 
500  souls  been  tratislated  from 
the  kingdom  of  darkness  into 
the  kingdom  of  (lod’sdear  Son. 
Among  those  that  have  been 
hopefully  convert;:d,  are  some 
of  the  first  characters  (d'  our 
country.  Deists  ami  Cniver- 
salists  have  foi  saken  their  soul- 
destroying  principles,  and  em¬ 
braced  the  Gospel  <4  Christ. 
The  child  nine  years  old,  with 
the  gray-headed,  have  had  their 
mouths  filled  with  praises  to

THIRTY-SECOND  ANNUAL  REPORT 


oi  rnK 

.iMEKICAN  i'ONGKEGATlONAL  ASSOCIATION. 


1 1  IS  supposed  l)y  the  hirec  turs  ot  the  American  Conj^regalional 
\ssotiation  that  its  friends  will  want  to  know,  and  have  a  right  to 
know,  what  has  been  done  the  past  year  to  promote  its  interests  and 
ntrease  its  usefulness.  In  this,  their  thirty-second  annual  report, 
.ery  brief  statements  will  be  presented. 

.\s  was  more  than  intimated  a  year  ago,  an  unlooketl  for  large 
outlay  was  impending,  and  soon  became  a  necessity  ;  viz.,  removing 
'he  old  and  substituting  new  steam-boilers  of  a  capacity  to  heat  the 
iiitire  Congregational  House,  involving  a  cash  expense  of  <1,544. 

Contemporaneously,  it  was  found  that  the  arc  hitects  of  this  build¬ 
ing  had  put  up  galvanized  iron  gutters  under  the  eaves  of  the  I,i 
l)rary,  all  of  which  had  so  completely  rusted  out  that  there  was  no 
ilternative  but  to  replace  them  with  copper.  I>ut,  owing  to  their 
great  height  and  surroundings,  they  were  inaccessible,  except  by 
■'tagings  and  scaffoldings  from  the  upper  balcony  c)|  the  Library 
room,  reciuiring  the  pre.sence  of  a  carpenter  and  much  heavy  lumber  . 
.ilso  a  slater,  to  remove  and  replace  the  slates  which  covered  the 
iron  straps  holding  the  gutters  upon  the  roof  :  so  that  the  extra  work 
.ind  its  accommodations  was  (|uite  as  expensive  as  the  gutters  them¬ 
selves  altogether  costing  ?'543. 

Hut  now  a  real  or  an  imagined  leakage  of  sewer-gas  is  found  in 
the  extensive  boiler-rooms,  and  the  Hoard  of  Health  is  summoned 
’0  make  an  examination,  and  the  pepiiermint  test  gives  the  expected 
results  ;  hence,  forthwith  comes  the  order  for  the  speedy  removal  ot 
ill  the  brick  and  potteiy  drains,  and  the  substitution  of  cast  iron 
jiipes,  (juite  two  hundred  feet  in  length,  of  large,  medium,  and  small 
Sizes— all  done  under  the  inspection  of  an  officer  of  the  said  watchful 
guardians  of  the  health  of  the  occupants  of  our  rooms.  It  is  now 
In-lieved  that  our  sanitary  safeguards  are  ver\-  satisfactory  'I’hree 


hundred  .iiul  torty  dollars  were  required  lo  |)ay  the  iimdest  bilk,  bia 
to  this  must  be  added  the  sum  of  53S0,  to  pay  for  a  lar^^e  briik  N.ue 
on  the  lower  floor  of  the  publishiiij;  house.  These,  and  some  smaller 
unexpected  outlays,  deemed  necessary  by  the  Finance  Committee, 
.dtogether  amounting  to  52,«;i3,  have  absorbe*!  so  much  of  the  leius 
that  rmly  52,500  have  been  paid  upon  our  onerous  debt  from  the  111 
come  of  the  closing  year,  leaving  present  indebtedness  at  51^4,000.

I'he  subject  of  an  elevator  in  this  building  has  been  freiiueiitU 
and  much  discussed.  No  good  or  moderately  inexpensive  place 
cinild  be  found  for  one.  The  plan  of  putting  a  two-stoiy  iron  aiui 
slate  roof  over  the  entire  building  was  earnestly  and  hopefully  con¬ 
sidered,  making  then  an  elevator  a  necessity,  and  its  securitx  rea 
sonable  in  cost  I'his  plan  executed  would  give  a  large  addition 
of  rentable  rooms,  besides  affording  better  rents  for  the  alrea»l\ 
existing  rooms.  Hut  on  submitting  this  plan  to  an  expert,  in  who^- 
knowledge  and  judgment  all  had  confidence,  it  was  abandone  l  .  as 
he  decided  that  the  changes  could  not  be  made  without  removing 
the  occupants  while  it  was  being  done,  and  would  involve  an  out 
lay  quite  beyond  our  ability  to  meet.  Hut  the  matter  of  an  ek 
\ator  —  somehow  and  somewhere  —  would  not  down.  'Fhe  pos 
sibility  of  taking  the  Heacon  Street  entrance  for  this  jjurpose  was 
suggested,  di.scussed,  and  considered  favorably.  'I'he  Finance  (’oni 
inittee  were  instructed  to  ascertain  whether  it  was  practicable,  and 
if  so,  at  what  cost,  and  bring  the  results  before  the  Hoard  at  tin 
earliest  date.  On  close  measurement  it  was  found  that  an  ele¬ 
vator  of  a  sufficient  ca|)acity  for  this  building  could  be  placed  111 
that  entrance  and  still  preserve  enough  of  the  present  stairs  for 
necessary  use  —  and  especially  for  an  escape,  if  cut  off  by  tire  from 
the  broader  opening  to  .Somerset  Street.  I'he  estimated  cost  wa-. 
found  to  be  even  lower  than  was  generally  expected,  but  it  would 
utterly  spoil  one  of  our  very  rentable,  thougli  small  rooms  ;  other 
wi.se  causing  Ijttle  damage.  At  a  full  meeting  of  the  1  tirectors  held 
the  iSth  inst.,  the  subject  was  considered  more  in  detail,  when  it  w  is 
voted  unanimously  to  adopt  the  recommendation  of  the  Finaiu  e 
Committee  to  jiut  in  an  elevator,  at  an  expense  not  exceeding 
53,500,  in  the  Heacon  Street  entrance  ;  and  the  whole  matter  w.is 
referred  to  a  committee  with  full  power  to  proceed  with  the  work 
.It  once,  in  the  hojie  of  its  completion  early  in  july  next

Hearty  thanks  are  due  the  heirs  of  the  late  Rev.  .\sa  Mann  for 
the  cheerful  gift  of  85  books  and  146  pamphlets. 

Dr.  Samuel  .A  (ireen  is  an  unfailing  benefactor,  both  by  gifts  of 
books  and  pamphlets,  and  by  suggestions  to  the  Librarian  of  espec¬ 
ial  value  as  to  possible  new  sources  of  help. 

I’he  .American  Hoard  of  Commissioners  for  Foreign  Missions 
have  added  to  their  previous  numerous  gifts  7  books  and  1,041 
pamphlets  during  the  closing  year. 

The  heirs  of  the  late  Rev.  J.  D.  Farnsworth,  formerly  of  Revere, 
have  generously  given  to  the  library  204  books,  chiefly  of  a  past 
generation,  but  useful  here. 

.Miss  M.  1“’  CTishing,  daughter  of  the  late  Rev.  Christopher  ('ush 
mg,  1)  I).,  has  conferred  a  great  favor  upon  our  Library  by  the  gen¬ 
erous  gift  of  49  books,  494  pamphlets,  9  framed  pictures,  40  jiroc- 
lamations,  and  a  large  number  of  valuable  steel  engravings. 

'Fhe  Rev.  .S.  K.  H.  I’erkins,  of  Middleton,  has  kindly  contrib¬ 
uted  124  pamphlets,  some  of  them  (|uite  old,  from  the  library  of  the 
late  Rev.  Jonas  I’erkins,  of  M’eymouth. 

The  Rev.  K.  \V.  Harrington,  of  North  Heverly,  having  retired 
from  the  pastorate,  has  given  for  our  use  29  books  and  79  jjaniphlets, 
.idding  useful  materials  to  our  resources  for  exchange. 

F.  I*.  Hurgess,  Fsq.,  of  Dedham,  has  added  to  large  former  gifts 
from  his  honored  father’s  library,  50  volumes  ;  some  of  rare  value, 
ind  all  variously  helpful. 

( )f  the  14  volumes  of  the  Lectures  before  the  Congregational 
I’nioii  of  Kngland  and  Wales,  given  by  the  Rev  |.  T.  Duryea,  D.D., 
nearly  all  are  new,  and  especially  valuable  here. 

Very  opportunely  there  came  to  our  table,  a  few  days  since, 
from  the  Rev.  H  M.  Dexter.  DD,  besides  many  other  gifts. 
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“'I'lic  Crectls  of  Chn^tcH(lom,”  hy  l)r.  Sch.iff,  three  voluiiio.  .inci 
“'reaching  of  the  'I'welve  Apostles,’’  translated  by  1  >rs.  ffitchcotk 
and  IJrown,  supplying  a  need  long  felt  here. 

It  will  be  of  interest  to  know  that  quite  a  number  of  >ets  of 
annuals,  monthlies,  and  quarterlies  have  been  completed  entire  or 
to  date,  either  from  gifts  or  by  e.xchanges,  and  are  now  gener.illv 
b(»und  and  lettered,  and  ready  for  use,  .such  as  “The  Fire  l,.iiurs 
l’i«»neer,”  of  ( )hio,  fifteen  volumes,  “Proceedings  of  the  New 
Jersey  Historical  Society,’’  seventeen  volumes  ;  “The  P>uff;ilo  lli-, 
torical  Society,’’  three  volumes;  “Journal  of  F.ducation,’’  twent\ 
volumes  in  ten  ;  “  Princeton  Review,’’  four  volumes,  to  complete 
our  set  ,  “Scribner  ”  and  “Century,"  twenty-nine  volumes  to  date 
the  “  North  American  Review,”  four  volumes,  comi>leting  our  set. 
with  indexes,  except  No.  .\1II.  .\rrangements  are  made  by  ex 
change  for  all  of  the  historical  volumes  issued  by  \'irginia.  both 
colonial  and  state,  and  are  daily  expected. 

Few  if  .iny  sets  t)f  books  have  been  more  needed  in  this 
Library  than  the  complete  works  of  John  Strx’pe,  of  Kngland,  born 
in  if»47.  died  in  1734.  his  long  life  covering  one  of  the  most  stir 
ring,  eventful,  and  suggestive  periods  of  the  world’s  historj-  ;  and 
of  whom  Hibdin,  a  high,  if  not  the  highest,  authority,  says  :  “  ( »f 
Strype,  it  would  be  impossible  to  speak  too  highly.  His  labors 
have  supjdied  us  with  the  most  neces.sary,  as  well  as  instructive, 
portions  of  Church  history."  .'seeing  a  set  of  his  works,  twenty 
seven  volumes  in  twenty-four,  uniformly  and  neatly  bound,  half 
calf,  offered  for  sale  in  London  at  seven  pounds  seven  shillings,  the 
Librarian  ventured  to  ortler  them,  and  is  happy  to  say  that  they  are 
now  in  the  Custom  House,  and  will  |)robably  be  on  our  shebc' 
to-morrow.

From  the  utter  want  of  funds,  no  binding  has  been  done  for  the 
two  years  itreceding  the  current  year.  Our  denominational  news¬ 
papers,  our  e.stablished  serials,  many  reports  and  State  minutes,  have 
been  (juite  endangered  by  use,  leaving  no  alternative  but  to  bind 
or  abandon.  'F’rom  the  penny,  shilling,  and  rare  pound  sales  of 
duplicates  about  seventy  dollars  were  realized,  and  206  volumes 
have  been  well  and  iieatly  bound  and  lettered,  indicting  an  uncoin 
fortable  balance  against  our  little  Library  account,  which,  however, 
will  not  reach  the  Treasurer  of  the  Association.

Tin:  Library  Comniittcc  respectfully  report  that,  so  nearly  as 
tiny  can  estimate,  the  Library  uiuler  their  care  contains  2.1,840 
volumes,  or,  including  duplicates,  31,381 — being  a  gain  of  53O 
since  their  last  report.  'I'hey  estimate  the  number  of  pam])hlets  at 
.iliout  130,000,  of  which  4, loS  have  been  received  during  the  year 
now  closing. 

We  judge  that  we  have  of  duplicates,  good  for  exchange,  about 
0.500  books,  and  a  very  large  number  -  of  which  we  venture  no 
estimate  —  of  pamphlets. 

I'wo  hundred  and  six  volumes  have  been  bound  since  the  last 
report,  and  71)6  books  and  4,108  pamphlets  receiverl  bv  gift. 

We  regard  the  Library,  on  the  whole,  as  in  good  condition,  and 
s.itisfactorily  administered.

THIRTY-SECOND  ANNUAL  REPORT 

UK  rnK 

.iMERll'AN  i’ONGKEGATlONAl,  ASSOCIATION. 


1 1  IS  supposed  hy  the  hirectors  of  the  American  Congregational 
Association  that  its  friends  will  want  to  know,  and  have  a  right  to 
know,  what  has  been  done  the  past  year  to  promote  its  interests  and 
ncrease  its  usefulness.  In  this,  their  thirty-second  annual  report, 
.ery  brief  statements  will  be  presented. 

.\s  was  more  than  intimated  a  year  ago,  an  unlooked  for  large 
(/utlay  was  impending,  and  soon  became  a  necessity  ;  viz.,  removing 
the  old  and  substituting  new  steam-boilers  of  a  capacity  to  heat  the 
entire  Congregational  House,  involving  a  cash  expense  of  51,544. 

Contemporaneously,  it  was  found  that  the  architects  of  this  build¬ 
ing  had  put  up  galvanized  iron  gutters  under  the  eaves  of  the  Li 
brary,  all  of  which  had  so  completely  rusted  out  that  there  was  n<» 
.ilternative  but  to  replace  them  with  copper.  l!ut,  owing  to  their 
great  height  and  surroundings,  they  were  inaccessible,  except  by 
stagings  and  scaffoldings  from  the  upper  balcony  of  the  Library 
room,  requiring  the  pre.sence  of  a  carpenter  and  much  heavy  lumber  . 
.ilso  a  slater,  to  remove  and  replace  the  slates  which  covered  the 
iron  straps  holding  the  gutters  upon  the  roof  :  so  that  the  extra  work 
.uid  its  accommodations  was  quite  as  expensive  as  the  gutters  them¬ 
selves  altogether  costing  5543. 

But  now  a  real  or  an  imagined  leak.ige  of  sewer-gas  is  found  in 
the  extensive  boiler-rooms,  and  the  Board  of  Health  iv  summoned 
'<)  make  an  examination,  and  the  iieppermint  test  gives  the  expecteci 
results  ;  hence,  forthwith  comes  the  order  for  the  speedy  removal  of 
all  the  brick  and  pottery  drains,  and  the  substitution  of  cast-iron 
jiipes,  ()uite  two  hundred  feet  in  length,  of  large,  medium,  and  small 
sizes—  all  done  under  the  inspection  of  an  officer  of  the  said  watchful 
guardians  of  the  health  of  the  occupants  of  our  rooms.  It  is  now 
l>elieved  that  our  sanitary  safeguards  are  very  satisfactory,  'rhree 
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huiulred  iiul  lorty  (l«Jll.lr^  were  required  to  pay  the  modest  l)ill>.  liui 
to  tills  must  lie  atlded  tlie  sum  of  ;?.5<So,  to  pay  tor  a  lar;^e  liruk  s.ue 
»in  the  lower  floor  of  the  pulilishiii;;  house.  'I'hese,  and  some  smaller 
unexpected  outlays,  deemed  necessar)  liy  the  Kinance  Committei, 
altogether  amounting;  to  52, ha\e  ahsorhed  so  much  of' the  rents 
that  only  52,500  have  been  paid  upon  our  onerous  debt  from  the  ui- 
I  ome  of  the  closinj'  year,  leaving  present  indehfedness  at  5194,000.

The  subject  of  an  elevator  in  this  building  has  been  frequentlv 
and  much  discussetl.  No  good  or  moderately  ine.vpensive  phu  e 
could  be  found  for  one.  The  plan  of  putting  a  two-story  iron  and 
slate  roof  over  the  entire  building  was  earnestly  and  hopefully  con¬ 
sidered,  making  then  an  elevator  a  necessity,  and  its  securitv  re.i 
sonable  in  cost.  This  plan  executed  would  give  a  large  addition 
of  rentable  rooms,  besidt^s  affording  better  rents  for  the  alreadv 
existing  rooms.  Hut  on  submitting  this  plan  to  an  expert,  in  whose 
knowledge  and  judgment  all  had  confidence,  it  was  abandoned  .  .is 
he  decided  th.it  the  changes  could  not  be  made  without  reinoviim 
the  occupants  while  it  was  being  done,  and  would  involve  an  out 
lay  quite  beyond  our  ability  to  meet.  Hut  the  matter  of  an  ele 
vator  —  somehow  ami  somewhere  —  would  not  down.  I’he  pos 
sibility  of  taking  the  Heacon  Street  entrance  for  this  purpose  w.is 
suggested,  discussed,  and  considered  favorably.  'I’he  Finance  Com 
mittee  were  instructed  to  ascertain  whether  it  was  practicable,  ^md 
if  so,  at  what  cost,  .ind  bring  the  results  before  the  Hoard  at  tin 
earliest  date.  On  close  measurement  it  was  found  that  an  ele 
vator  of  a  suBicient  cajiacity  for  this  building  could  be  pl.aced  ir. 
that  entrance  and  still  preserve  enough  of  the  present  stairs  for 
necessary  use  —  and  especially  for  an  escape,  if  cut  otT  by  fire  from 
the  broader  opening  to  .Somerset  .Street.  'The  estimated  cost  wa> 
found  to  be. even  lower  than  was  generally  expected,  but  it  would 
utterly  spoil  one  of  our  very  rentable,  though  small  rooms  ;  other 
wise  causing  Uttle  damage.  .At  a  full  meeting  of  the  iMrectors  held 
the  iSth  inst.,  the  subject  was  considered  more  in  detail,  when  it  w.is 
voted  unanimously  to  adojit  the  recommendation  of  the  Finance 
Committee  to  put  in  an  elevator,  at  an  expense  not  exceedin;^ 
53,500,  in  the  Heacon  .Street  entrance  ;  and  the  whole  matter  was 
leferred  to  a  committee  with  full  power  to  proceed  with  the  work 
.It  once,  in  the  hope  of  its  completion  early  in  Inly  next

i'he  increase  ot  the  Library  has  been  less  than  could  have  been 
wished,  but  quite  encour.iging,  nevertheless.  Gifts  of  books  and 
pamphlets  from  the  Jebris  of  old  family  libraries  have  been  fre 


|iiciU  .uul  liberal,  always  atlordin;^  more  or  le>!>  new  material  tor 
..iir  shelves — the  larger  proportions  duplicates,  as  wouUl  be  nat- 
iirally  expecleil  ;  adding,  however,  always  to  our  capital  for  ex- 
;  h.inges.  ( )ur  tornier  friends  have  helped  us  generously,  as  may  be 
»ien  in  iletail  on  subseejuent  pages.  A  few  cases  suggest  especial 
iiiciition. 

'I’he  |)roprietors  of  the  Con^ttx,ttioHit/isf  have  laid  upon  our  table 
;  books  and  804  pamphlets,  nearly  all  late  issues,  few  of  which 
would  be  likely  to  be  secured  from  any  other  smirce. 

The  Rev.  'I'.  T.  Munger,  D.l).,  of  North  Adams,  continues  his 
41ft''  of  old  and  new  books  and  pamphlets,  nearly  all  of  which  are 
.dued  ailditions  to  our  shelves. 

.\t  the  suggestion  ot  the  Rev.  \V.  |  Ratt,  of  Stoneham,  Mr. 
Iv  F.  Richardson,  of  that  town,  gave  us  one  of  the  rare  volumes 
)f  the  Rev.  Increase  Mather,  i).l).  —  a  prized  accession  to  our 
.Mather  shelf.  .And  this,  by  the  way,  more  than  hints  that  simi- 
l.ir  nuggets  may  be  hidden  in  many  an  unsuspected  place,  which, 
if  sought  out,  might  be  secureil  by  our  thoughtful  pastors  in  their 
calls  upon  their  people  ;  and  then,  if  sent  here,  essential  aid  would 
he  '.ecured  to  this  library. 

Hearty  thanks  are  due  the  heirs  of  the  late  Rev.  .Asa  Mann  for 
the  cheerful  gift  of  85  books  and  146  pamphlets. 

Dr.  .Samuel  .A  (Ireen  is  an  unfailing  benefactor,  both  by  gifts  of 
hooks  and  pamphlets,  and  by  suggestions  to  the  Librarian  of  espec¬ 
ial  value  as  to  possible  new  sources  of  help. 

The  .American  Hoard  of  Commissioners  for  Foreign  Missions 
have  added  to  their  previous  numerous  gifts  7  books  and  1.041 
pamphlets  during  the  closing  year. 

The  heirs  of  the  late  Rev.  j.  D.  Farnsworth,  formerly  of  Revere, 
have  generously  given  to  the  library  205  books,  chietly  of  a  past 
generation,  but  useful  here. 

.Miss  M.  F  (mshing,  daughter  of  the  late  Rev.  Christopher  C'ush- 
mg,  D  1).,  has  conferred  a  great  f.ivor  upon  our  Library  by  the  gen¬ 
erous  gift  of  39  books,  393  pamphlets,  9  framed  pictures,  30  proc 
lamations,  and  a  large  number  of  valuable  steel  engravings. 

The  Rev.  .S.  K.  H.  I’erkins,  of  Middleton,  has  kindly  contrib 
iited  123  pamphlets,  some  of  them  quite  old,  from  the  library  of  the 
late  Rev.  Jonas  I’erkins,  of  Weymouth 

The  Rev.  K.  \V.  Harrington,  of  North  Heverly,  having  retired 
from  the  pastorate,  has  given  for  our  use  29  books  and  79  pamphlets, 
adding  useful  materials  to  our  re.sources  for  exchange. 

K.  I’.  Hurgess,  F.sip,  of  Dedham,  has  added  to  large  former  gifts 
from  his  honored  lather’s  library,  50  volumes  ;  some  of  rare  \  alue, 
ind  all  variously  helpful. 

( )f  the  13  volumes  of  the  Lectures  before  the  Congregational 
I'nion  of  F-ngland  and  Wales,  given  by  the  Rev  J.  F.  Duryea,  D.I>., 
nearly  all  are  new,  and  especially  valuable  here. 

Very  opportunely  there  came  to  our  table,  a  few  days  ^ince, 
from  the  Re\ .  H  .M.  Dexter.  D.D  .  besides  many  r)ther  gifts. 
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“ 'I'lic  Crccd'i  ot  Cliristciuloni,"  l)y  I)r.  Sthafl,  three  volumes,  .nul 
“ 'I'eachinj'  of  the  'I'welve  Apostles,”  translated  by  Drs.  Hiti  hcock 
and  IJrown,  supplying'  a  need  long  felt  here. 

It  will  he  of  interest  to  know  that  quite  a  numher  of  4et>«  of 
annuals,  monthlies,  and  quarterlies  have  been  completed  entire  or 
to  date,  either  from  gifts  or  by  exchanges,  and  are  now  generally 
bound  and  lettered,  and  ready  for  use,  such  as  “ 'I'he  Fire  bands 
I’ioneer,”  of  Ohio,  fifteen  volumes;  “Proceedings  of  the  New 
Jersey  Historical  Society,”  seventeen  volumes;  “'I'he  lUitfalo  His 
torical  Society,”  three  volumes,  “Journal  of  Kducatiim,”  twenty 
volumes  in  ten  ;  “  Princetim  Review,”  four  volumes,  to  complete 
our  set  ,  “Scribner  ”  and  “Century,”  twenty-nine  volumes  to  date  : 
the  “  North  .\merican  Review,”  four  volumes,  completing  our  set. 
with  indexes,  exce])t  No.  .Xlll.  .\rrangements  are  made  by  ex¬ 
change  for  .ill  of  the  historical  volumes  issued  by  Virginia,  both 
colonial  and  state,  and  are  daily  expected. 

l  ew  if  any  sets  of  books  have  been  more  needed  m  this 
Library  than  the  complete  works  of  John  Strype,  of  F.ngland,  born 
in  1647,  died  in  1734,  his  long  life  covering  one  of  the  most  stir 
ring,  eventful,  and  suggestive  jieriods  of  the  world’s  hi.story  .  and 
of  whom  Dibdin,  a  high,  if  not  the  highest,  authority,  says  ;  “Of 
Strype,  it  would  be  impossible  to  speak  too  highly.  His  labors 
have  supplied  us  with  the  most  necessary,  as  well  as  instructive, 
portions  of  Church  history.”  .Seeing  a  set  of  his  works,  twenty- 
seven  vidumes  in  twenty-four,  uniformly  and  neatly  bound,  half 
calf,  offered  for  sale  in  London  at  seven  pounds  seven  shillings,  the 
Librarian  ventured  to  order  them,  and  is  happy  to  say  that  they  are 
now  in  the  Custom  House,  and  will  probably  be  on  our  shelve' 
to-morrow.

From  the  utter  want  of  funds,  no  binding  has  been  done  for  the 
two  years  preceding  the  current  year.  Our  denominational  news¬ 
papers,  our  established  serials,  many  reports  and  State  minutes,  have 
been  quite  endangered  by  use,  leaving  no  alternative  but  to  bind 
or  abandon.  From  the  penny,  shilling,  and  rare  pound  sales  of 
duplicates  about  seventy  dollars  were  realized,  and  206  volume' 
have  been  well  and  neatly  bound  and  lettered,  indicting  an  uncom 
fortable  balance  ;igainst  our  little  Library  account,  which,  however, 
will  not  reach  the  'Freasurer  of  the  .Association.
